the yard, and her brothersand sister playlog In
the room with her at the time, He then went
home, took a raxor, and went np stalrs, and on
his wife following him he paoshed her
buck, He went to his room and fixed
a gallows, and gelting on & box, frst
cut his throat, almost severing the wind-
rlpe. and then kiecked the vox (rom under
iimself. His wife %I\rlug the alarm, some of
the nelghbors went to her assistance, but found
him dead, It was all done In A very few
minutes, It issupposed he had become Insane,
and on determlnlnf to kil bhimself, slso
thought of the child, for she wasa greal favorite
ol hig; he has often been heard to say when he
died he wanted her to dle also. It soems he hns
umutml. of It some days, Yesterday lie took
the litle girl out on a pond of waler near by, In
a small boat, three different times, It 18 san-
oked he wantad to kill her there, but his heart
niled him. The child Is the daughter of Captaln
Waushington Yeates.
